A weapon wherewith 
thev can rcincdv abuses and discri- 
mination. Well nourished, the

life better for the average deal 
person. 

To my way of thinking, the 
newly-reorganized Association fa< 

many shoals and pitfalls. Wise 
management will steer it clear of 
such dangers. The first step, of 
course, is selection of real workeis 
as officials. 1 WOald suggest that 

election of officers be heid early 

Saturday, August ..'2, sans rush and 
bustle, giving members a chance for 
COOl thinking and deliberate realiza- 
tion that the officers they select 
must be good. It seems queer how 
the deaf selevt officers of organi 
lions and then legiet their choices. 

The real danger lies in the man- 
agement of the B. S. A IL, lather 
than in the policies the new officers 
will foster. Inasmuch as the chief 
need nowadays is economical, I 

suggest that the K. S A. D concern 
itself Chiefly with economical prob- 
lems, with a view e>t bettering condi- 
tions among the ileal. 

\aiuiallv, all problems affecting 

the deal ot New York State should 

receive consideration. Education is 

one of lW' problems, What I fear is 
that the deal will be stampeeled into 
thinking it's the chief problem. 
Personally, would dislike to see 

the Is. S. A. IL engage in fruitless 

squabbles over methods of education 
while Ignoring more pressing prob- 
lems. The Association should do 

all it can to promote sane educa- 
tional methods, but to legate! 

educational problem* a» its sole job 

will soon alienate the rank and file 
of deafdom. 

I could cite half a do/en State 

Associations where education prob* 

kins have become the sole concern 
of the organisations, Without a 

single exception these associations 
neithei enjoy the support nor 
have the backing ot the rank and 
file. 
No organisation can long exist 

without funds and full cooperation of 

the deaf it'suppo-ediv represents, To 
maintain good-will an organization 

must lender good Service an-! retain 

the interest * > t its membership. 

That means: looking after the real 
ueeels of a majority, not knuckling 
under tei VOCiferOUS demands ol small 

cliques,
